In recent numbers of our papsr we have lald
before the public some interesting statistics on
immigration, which doubtless have informed
our readers of the quality and numbper of #mi-
grants who have srrived at this port during the
the last ten or twelve years, us also thoir na-
tionalities and destinations,

These unprovided-ior bordes must have work
to do and land to onltivate, and here thev find
both readily svaiiable in our Bouthern and
Western States, They hear of this, and learn
the way ncross the water.

HOW THE BMIGRANTE KMDARK,

The courage displayed, sud necessarily pos-
Bensed, by 1hese teeming multitudes of adyen.
turers, 18 a ratber signal, yet agrocable, contraat
with the dispos.tions ol nany who never leave
their land ot nativity, but remain domesticated
Wwithin the mural conlines of their towns,
Taking n ret.ospect of our bygone times, and
Teviening our expurionces, when we drst quitted
the Old Country, ana crossed that trescherous
storiny Jrish Chaunel, or the remarkably eapri-
cious German Ocean, when storins and eales
had sprung up, sud declared the mmesty of
Him who nolds them in His hand, what faith
we were covreed 1o exerosr,

They enconnter their first trying ordeal, their
Initistory rritant 1o the robberies committed
on them fn their embarketion, and m the transt
of therr baggage and badaine by the saeht that
convoys them to the vesse's side. Some of them
never see their property from the time it s
removed from thel= couniy towns till thoy
reach Oastle Garden, and then even they are
not allowed to get ar their boxes on the same
day they laod, aud olien not for a whole week.
Frequently their boxes are leit behind, and
never heard ot more. Many never receive coms-
pengation for these los-es sustuined. Change of
cloth g on the voyugze, therglore, is a compara-
tive rarity. The dress they wear on the vacht
is the same in which they are removed by the
barge in the river, They are crowded by hun-
dreds, and irequently over a thousand in but
one sh p, and they reach her swdes in the Mer-
sey, ke so many head ol oxen deported for
siaughter,

HOW THEY ARE TREATED ON BOARD SIIp.

To term the treatment emigrunts, in the ma-
jority of ases, receive on board ehip, “brutal,”
would be using but & wild e, Acts the most
shocking und degrading to humuauity are too
frequently indulged in at the expense of the
superstitions and deluded women. No master
or owner o 4 vessel is wllowed to take on board
a grealer number ol passengers than in propor-
tion of one to every two tons of such ship, not
including children under the age of one year in
the computation, and computing the ehiidren
over one und under eight yenrs of aze as pas-
sengzer; yet, notwithstanding, vessels irequently
arrive at this port earvrying 1000, 1210, andg 1260

asseneers, nearly double the estublished legal-
1zed proportion. They are stowed away hke
slaves irom the Coast of Airien, while the law
says, “On the man und poop decks, and in the
deck houses, «ne pnssenger for each sisteen clear
superteial feet ol deck” is to be ullowed. It s
a notonoos fact that the cabins are crowded
with berths, runming some thiee, lour, and tive
tiers, und thev are not o consrruceed as to con-
duce to prooricty, whnle on this point the law s
most explicit. At eection 2 ot the act i1t is
written, “That no such wvessel shall have
more than two tiers of berihs, und the in-
terval between the lowest part thereo! and
the deck or plattorm beneath, shall not
be less than nine inches; and the berths sia'l be
well construocted, parallel with the sides ot the
vessl, and separated ivom each other by parri-
tions, ag berths ordinarily are separated, and
shull be at least six tect in length and two fees
in width, and each birth shall be pccupied by
Do more than one passenger.” They suffer, oo,
from an insufficienc ventilation and want of
water, Cleanlhiness among pussengers on bourd
of a crowded emigraat ship, o hubit tending to
the preservation and promotion of hewlth, is
moet seriously, criminally neglected, Th:ir
bodies are allowed to remuin in dirt aud filth the
enfire voyage. The apurtments they occupy are
in 4 mosr unbealthy sinte, while the convenionee
ol water closets 1s a searce commodlty, No dis-
infectant, such as chiloride of lime, is unsed, and
thus it is That cholera {8 bred and nurtured on
board, 1he results being no v manifested 1 oor
land. The emigrants are excluded from the
cabooges or cooking ranges, and thus they are
dented the possibility ot furnishing themselvas
with proper and adequate pabulum, 1i they
complain they are murked, and treated all the
worse next day, They are sometimes beaten by
the crew, and flogged by and throueh the insti-
gution of the captain, They bave no redress
againet such tyranny, They endure it all the

e threugh, but when they land their at-
tennuted forme proclaim loudly the i1l treatment
ithey have received.

VICE V& VIRTUE AND CHASTITY

is slill the rage on board the majority of the
emigrant ships, This demon of woe raviehed
many a family, and ruined so many young,
unsuspecting girls, that it became nezessary
10 pass an act amending an act then already
exisiing, entitled “"An act 0 regulute the car-
rage of passengers i sleamsbips and other
vessels,” which was approved ou the 8d of
Marca 1856, tor the beiter protection of femals
passengers, and for other purposes, But it is
very much to be dounted 1 this gwgantic evil—
this evil above ali other evils—bhus been abated,
we dou't say oured. We do not believe it can be
eured upder the present mismsnagement of
those who have to sec to npd protect the inte-
rosts of the numerous mnocent young women
that quit thewr mendicant homes to seck s
Jivine fn this prosperous and Iree country,
The vuz muster, oflicers, and eeamen who are
expected to see that ceriain lmmorsl aceds are
lett undone, are the gulty parties themselves—
in mostinstances criminelly guilty of sensunlism
in its worst lorms,
The very people emploved oa the ship to
1de her course acrosd the wide Atlantic are
he very indinidusls who, duriug he voyage
of such fhip or vessel, under & wverbal, or
written it may be, promise of marriage, or by
threats, or by the exercise of their suthorily,
or by solicitation, or by the making of gifts or
presents, seduce and have Alioit econnection
wilh the femonle passengers, Women are weak
creatures, and 1t an inglorious trinmph 1or
the sedicer, be he who be muay, to take advan-
e of Lis posit'on on & ship, whether a5 cap-
tain, mate, or cook or issuer, Lo barter wilh a
hungry young woman her virginity agsiost the

miserable junk of salt beet or pork and a few
bisouits. It has been sald that sensual indul-
noe is often gratited jor vhe pitiful considenr-

n of & meal in the evening.

The s of the ship assigned to the sccom-
,n:lodnh'::inbl’ cmignu‘: passengers should be
gacred (rom the sensual trespasses ol (he crew
and oilicers of the nhlﬁu: but such, however, is
not the case, lor the berths of emigraots are
‘froquently visited by the officers, und stewards,
and mater of the majority of the vessels trading
in emigrants. One of the muny laws which Is
negleoted to be carried out on board such ves-
sels 1s coptained in the third section of the sct

~mbove quoted:—"That it slall be tne duty of
_the masier or commander of every ship or

vessel broging emigrant Dassengers to the
United Biutes, Lo ¢ @ written or printed
notice, in the English, French, and Germsn

Jangusges, containing the provisions of the
second section of the sct, in & conspicnous place
on the foreosstle, und (n th- several parts of the
wnid ship or vessel assigned to emigrant pusspn-
gors, and 10 keep the same #o posted durine the
voyhge, and upon neglect so 1o do he shall be
doesed gullty of & misdemesnor, and on ocon-
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vietion th-(-rﬁ{)-i: 9h_nil he_ pm;a_h;ai b_v & fine not
exceeding $600,"

HEDUOTIONS AND RAPES,

Thls depariment of our subjeot is of such a
highly dsgueting character that we wonld
rather have weirsined from remarking thereon,
but that we ha . our minds lupressed with a
sense ol our duty the publie and 1o the societ
8t large. which obli, ation must be performed,
Every person who hat sad the reporte of conrte
bas met with horrible au% alsgusting details of
what are commonly called ‘sductions, bul the
crime ol seduction is aggrav. ‘ed to the bigher
crime, that of rape, when such . <ommitted on
board s vessel upon defenseless ane anprotected
youpg females, It is the more magnitied when
decds of the kind are prrpotrated by those who
are set lorth as the gunrdians and sponsors of
the "“innocenta” thus placed at the mercy ot
their harsh passions. Whether this crime be
viewed in the minimum or maximum, it is 2qffi-
ciently 1evolting and odious to disgust us,

It i an incontestible iaot thar such deeds of
durkner~s have sent many a promising anad good
girl to (he walks oi the infamone and abandoned,
10 the teachings of the adult in concupisence,
tothe house of ill fame; and these owe their
181l to the eontamination received on board the
emigraut ship, while others there and then be-
come total wrecks, Infamy rod sliame have set
on high their heads, and have been landen and
honored by the already matured dupes to all
manner of sborupsdons on board these ves-
sels on their “dark and miadle pus<ages.” Thus
ure the surds of the obdtetrie departinent of the
“Warid's Island Hospital" crowded with {he
duugnters of seduction, and are hourly cchoing
with lnmentations and sighs,

VIl the 588 wom b who gave birth 1o 338 chal-
dren duricg the year 1865 more than 280 were
bastards, and 22 were stillbborn, Thers were
five Lwin cases, with 53 admitted alter dellvery
in the city and onu shipbonrd, all of whom, it is
said, were illewitimaie sons and daughters,

HOW THE EMIORANTS ARE BTARVED AND FAMISHED.

This tale of horror, enough o sleken and dis-
gust the most obdurate heart, may be read n
the “I port of the Complaints, Proceedings, and
Decislons of the United Siates Commissioner 12
the Case ol the Villafronea,” o presenger ship
W hich traded bere lust yenr, As we propose to
nse this for an flustration of the cruelties which
the emigrants are made to endure on thelr pas-
soge out, it will be advisable 1o defer our re-
murks st this stage of our erpose, tor the denan-
cintion of sveh treatment, or rather ill-frent
ment, in a subsequent parsgraph of this article,

HOW THEY ARE RODBED BEFORE THEY LAND.

When summoned to their occasional sparse
meals, their berths remaming unlocked, Jack
Tur, or the steward, or =ome of the ship's ofli-
cers mean enough tor the diry work, embraee
the favorable opportumty of entering the cabios
and making a geneinl search. This has nevep
proved truitless, Invarinbly rich saceess bas
peen the result attendant on these open depre-
dations, and particularly ricon bas the robbery
been among the German pussepnrers, they being
the more affluent, some ol these Germans
bring as much as $5000, 210,000, $15,000, and
S20,000 n gold with them, whieh s packed m
belts, and sometimes, cot always, wore as a
zone around the weist, The 12 a sirong temp-
tation to the class o! men who man these emi-
grant passenger ships, let slone their systematic
proclivities, to rob virtue as well as money,
Another way in which emizrants are robped bi-
iore they arrive is io the purchase of bad bills,
We know an mstance where an Epglishmun
bouvebt a bill in Laveipool on & bank In New
York, and on arrival here discovered that no
fuch house was in existence, This 1 pot an iso-
lated case, but ong which could be multiplied s
hundred and seven foid,

COMPLAINT OF THR PASEENGERS,

1. That on embarkation on the Vilafranca at
London, a certan sum of money was demanded
trom themw for their boxes, onll d **dock dues,”
aithough the terms ol the coutract siated that
“all Government dues betore embarkaaon, sod
bewd mouey, i any, st the pluce ol landang,
shull be puid by the owners;” and that no boxes
or baggage, ol any deseription were wken on
board belore such demauds wers prid,

2, That nlthough the pus-enzers were ordered
to be on boara ou the 6ith ot July, no provisions
ol avy kind were served out to them Hll ithe
Sth: and that the meat, and salt, and vinegar
were not served out till the 10th, .

3. That the provisions were not given out
nccoraing to the weight or quantity spesitied on
the coutruct tickets, but according @ the fancy
ot the ship's carpenter and the sanors who
apsleted bim; that many passengers recetved but
fve smull biscuits and 1our potiatoes to lnst a
whole week: that Lhe provisions—tea aod meat
—were so bad that they had to be thrown away;
that the quantity of water was very fur short of
that specitied on the contract tickels; and that
us the bot weather throughout the passage ren-
dered witer very necessury, some oi the jemales
und children were constantly, but in vain,
crying out for it; that H. Sehwnrz, one of the
pussengers, wade 4 complaint to the caplain
about the water, who réplied that by — he
would hane him betore he got to New York.

4, That 1 conssequence of the grear number
of passengers many ol them were obliged to
sleep on the floor between decks, or upon the
decks, lor seven or eight days aner leaviug
London, nod that the berths coutsined three
instend of two passengers vach,

5. That the 2o0o0king srrangements were
wholly inadequate, snd thay the captain did
pnot have coal enouegh supplied for cooking
purposes; thal it was made necessary or the
pessengers 1o cook breakiast at 10 A, M., and
wait for dinner tiill 4 P, M. of the same day.

6. That notwithstanding that one of the laws
ol the United States provides that & eertain
printed notice relative to tue seduction of
lemales b}i the ship’s eomwpany be put up io the
ditterent langunees on the ship upon the tirst
day of the voyage, and remam posted thera
throughout the entire passage, 17 wag not uniil
the 16th day that the said notice was put up
tor the inspection of the passengers,

7. That duriog the whole pussage the general
treatment of the passengers by the entire ship's
company, irom the captsin to the lowest of the
sailore, was harsh and tyranaleal.

8 Tnat the mate and captsin struck pas-
gengers at various times without cause, and
thut the crew threw buckets of water on them

daily tor -Emrt. while they were waiting Tor
their supplhies on deck when it was being
clesned,

The above Is the substance o! the eomplaint,
which recited vamous acts of alieged cruelty on
the part of the caplaln, 1t was signed by over
100 passengers,

THE LAW ON THE CASE,

The following 15 the section of the law of the
United Siates under whieh emigrants may obtain
redress lor the complaints above stated ;—

Al vesgels ejpployed as storesmid shall have
on board, (or the use of such passengers, at the
trme of leavipg the Insl port whence such vessel
shall sail, well secured under deck, for each

pescpger, st least 20 pounds of good nav
ﬁrcud. 15 pounde of rice, 16 pounds of ontmesl,
10 pounds of wheat flour, 16 pounds of pess axd
beans, 20 pounas of ﬂotatneﬂr. 1 pint of vinegar,
60 pallons ot fresh waler, 10 pouuds of
silted pork, and 10 pounds of sait beef,
iree of bone, all to be of good quality; but as
places where either rice, ostmeal, wheat four,
or pess and beans cannot be procured of good
quality, and on reasonnble terms, the quantity
ol either or any of the other of the last-named
articles may " be ncreased and substituted
thevefor; and In  case potatoes cannot
be procured on ressonable terms, ong pound
of either of said articies may be substi-
tuted in lieu of five pounds of potstoes, And
the captaics of sueh vessels shall deliver Lo
each passenger at least one-tenth part of the
aforesaid ]’I'O\'_llloul weokly, commencing on
the day of salling, and ut [enst three quarts of
wialer dllly: and 11 the DRESEDZErs on board of
ony such vessel, in which the provisions and
water herein required shall not have been
provided as aforesaid, shall, at any time, be put
on short allowance dur a0y voysgo, the
muster or owner ol smd vess¢l ghgll pay
to ench and every Samnr who shall bave
been put on short sllowsnce the sum of three
dollars for each and every day they may have
been put on short allowanee, 10 be recoversd in
the Cirenit or Distrmict Court of the United

Btates, And it shall be the duty of the captuin

or master of ovary such ship or vesel to canse
the food mnd provisions of all the passengers
fo well  and properly cooked dsaly,
and (o be served out and distributed (o them at
regular and stated hours, by meeses, or in such
otber manver as shall be deemed best and most
oconducive o the health and comfort of such
Passengers, of which hours and manner of dis
tnbution dpe and seflielent notice shall be
given. If the captain or master of any such
ahip or vessel shull wilfully fall to furnish and
distribute such provisions, cooked as aioressid,
he shall be deemed ﬁ:!hv of a misdemenuor,
and, upon conviotion thereof before any Cironit
or IMsirict Court of the United Btates, shall be
tined not more than one thovsand dol'lm. and
thall be imprisoned for a term not exceeding
ope year, provided that the erforcement ol this
peunity shall not aflect the eoivil mponnibilltz
of the oaptain or muster, and owners o suc

passengers a8 may have saffered from sald
defaunlt,

WOW THEY ARR REGISTERED ON LANDING,

As Lthe emigrant leaves the barge and places
his foot on ferra firme, he is met by Dr. Cam-
werer, who is aoquainted with several lan-
punges, and addresses the following interrogu-
tions :—Have you s tamily? How msny chil-
dren? Where are vour relations? and so on :
taking o sharp, skiital look st the emigrant, he
£ees AL a glance i there be any defect, constitu-
vionally, physically, organically, or if pregnant
or otber cause of bodily distemper or disoase; all
these are noted in his book with the expertnass
and rtupidity of a phonographic sinunuensis,
They then pass trom the coctor i:to the rotunda
for regisization, the leish on the one side and
the Germans on the other. The questions then
put ure :—What is your name? What county
Are you from, or a native of* Where are you
roing, i.r,, wLnt Siate 18 your destinasion !

ave soum family? Have you been in Americn
betore? Then they sgain undergo auother ex.
smmution by o booker of the rmiroad depart-
ment, who gives them their passes to the railroad
office olesks for the trangit tickets to the place
they degire to go.

HOW THEY COMMENCE LIFE AFRESI.

Of all the dopartments in Castle Garden, the
most ereditable oue is the Employment Office.
Fumilies go there daily, and, iree of all expense,
secure the services of lady's maid, chamber-
wald, cook, lnundress, farmer, and all sorts of
workmen, ana females, too, able to do all neces-
#aiy field and honsework, The emigrant is pro-
vided with employment, free of charge to Lim
or her, and is registered, 50 thut wages mny be
recovered in case of the employer’s defaleation
iu this respect,  The emigrant thus stuarls alreah
onthe jouruey of life; and, though quite “gresn"
on lauding, soon becowes acquainted with
American soclety, the manners, customs, and
babits of the people. The honest, industrious
FImigTant soon advaaces, and by perseverauce,
énergy, and parsimony, in 4 few years, luye by
& comparative fortune, He then can atdord 1o
smile at the eruelties he endured on board the
emigrant ship on lus passage out to the “uew
country,”

HOW THEY LIVE AND SLERPF AT CASTLE GARDEN,

For the wmost part, those who remain in the
Garden sre young lvish women, who have left
their homes on speculation. The adventure
fhey have taken may or may not be worth their
while. They are, too, very indigent in eircum-
stances, seldom with more than one sut of
clothes, and that on their back, with perhaps a
shilling English silver, but more oiten altogelher
penniless.  These are provided with just as
much bread and milk as will “‘keep body and
soul together;" anc thus they live day by day,
pominnlly existing, nntil a lady applies tor o
girl, and the unlucky ones go off in this way,
day by day. They have hard and trying times
ol it st Csstle Garden,

The way they sleep 1s a positive disgrace to
the civilizaion of the sge. Without bed or
beddipg, and no covering of any kind whatever,
they lie down on the boards or naked benclies,
tiey themeelves almost us bare, and they hear
and gre what no young person should. Men in
celibacy, and marsied folk, and virgins lie down
together in full view of each other, and alike
Lireathe the morbid ntmosphere which pervades
the wmiterior of Castle Guraen, The General
Agent and Superintendent must be aware of the
thells committed, of the seductions practised,
and of the mmproprieties indulged; for not a
week passes but that he, in his otticial capseity
as & notary public, takes the depositions of
parties complaining on the above grounds of
grisvance, imposition, sud injury.

In no depurtment of the institution is plun-
derivg not carried on in the minor degree, snd
in eome, in the wagnitude and strength of the
wost daring unbiushing impudence,

THE QUESTIONS PUT TO THE EMIGRANTS,

[t 18 remarkable how very innocent and mild
the young Irish woman's charscter i« She
fecms 10 have never leil the family hearth all
her days, She lands at Castle Garden, and, in
her ipn:ri!_v. thinks all things pure, and there
are, in the Garden, fellows wlho take advantage of
this simpheiy, and put highly Lmproper (ues-
tione to certain of the emizrant girls, who un-
consciously and unsuspectingly answer them.
In many instances they unwittingly expose some
discrepuncy ir their system, some taliure in
health, or gome temporary organic eceentricity
which physieally troubles them. These intru-
sive, bold, and impudent queries are curried
trequently to greater lengths, and what was but
imcipient impropriety is transiormed to audae
cious intimucy,

HOW THE BOOKS ARE KEPT, ETC,

There are three Registry Books: formerly,
only two were used, but since the months or
April and May it was deemed expedient to open
another book, on account of the laree fow of
immigration, snd the obvious necessity of prss.
ing the emigmants theough as speedily as possi-
ble, to muke place fog the other ship's passen.
gers, These books contain liule intormation,
beaynd the name and the country of ¢uach emi
graot that lands. Tohe desunations registercd
ure not 1o be depended on. Other books are
kept, of minor importance, but the vrincipal
book= are under the keeping of Dr, Cp mmerer,
and they are very ereditably and ably adjusted,
a8 also are his wccounts punctually made up.
with systematic precision and nicery, and mymost
wiailihle gorrectness. Those kept up-stairs by
the Treasurer may bear the sanie mention as
the Doctor's, The shippine biok and some
others are under the keeplne of Dr, Smith,

HOW THE EMIGRANTS ARE BUPPLIED WITH PRO-
VIiKIONS.

A grocery or provision establishment i# kept
in the Garden, and I8 & very iair and creditsbly
mapaged depariment, Sales ol provisions are
muae Lo those emigrants who may have money
to purchase, and those who have not are fur-
vished with cards by the Floor Supermtendent,
which are a voucher for auch supply, but their
boxes are morigaged and retained till the means
are provided by some friend or relative to lqui-
date the cost of supplies. The articles kept in
this store are of a superior quality und meet
ready sale,

WHERE THEY GRT THEIE BAILROAD TIOKETS,

After having ehanged their gold, they pass on
ta the railroad office, and purcbase their nekets,
It is ngainet this department that Mr. Cumming,
the United Btates Supenntendent, has taken
action for the robberies alleged to have been
committed by a certgin firm to the extent of
some $4000 or $6000, within a given space of
time; which itis alleged has been done by de-
grees, until it hae aconmulated to this lnrge
sum, Full secounts of this transaction huve
appeared in some of the papers of this eity; it
i& therefore unnecessary to expatiste on it,

HOW THE BAGOAGE I8 TRANEPEREED,

The baggaeeroom extends the entire onst
semicirele of the Battery, and itis arcanged
with shelves, all nnmbﬂnr-f. nnd can accommo-
dute more than than 50,000 boxes, There 15 an
expreas office sttached to the Gurden, by which
the emlgrants may transport or transior their
boxes, ailer paying for the extra welght on each
and the fee of ten cents, which is also demanded,
This departwent bas its shortcomings, as have
the others at Castle Garden, but they are of a
trifing nature, and will mend by experience and
in time.—N. ¥. Trivune,
